compelled soon after to fly his country, Mayer 
Ansélin took charge of his cash, amounting | to 
several millions of floritis.. With the instinet of 
his race, Auselm did pot furget to put the money 
out on good ipterést, so- that. before Napoleon 
was gone to Elba, @nd the illustrious Elector had 
returned to Cassel,ithe capital had more than 
doubled.

Mayer Anselm died in 1812, without having 
the supreme patisfaction of hearing his honesty 
extolled by kings angi pritices. He left five sons, 
who succeeded him in thd banking and money- 
lending busitiess, and whp, conscious of their 
social value, dropped the fame of Anselm, and 
adopted the highér-sounding one of Rothschild, 
taken from the signQoard pver the paternal house. 
On his death-bed | their father had taken a solemn 
oath from all of them to hold bis four millions 
well together, and they have faithfully kept the 
injunction, But thebld dity of Frankfort clearly 
was too narfow a realm for the fraitful sowing 
of four millidus, and) in ‘vonsequence, the five 
were detprapived ae a While to extend their 
sphere of operatipns;by estublishing-branch banks 
in the chief ¢ities of) Europe. The eldest son, 
Anselm, boro in 1778, remained at Frankfort ; 
the second, Solomon, béra in 1TT4, settled at 
Vienna ; the third, Range born in 1777, went 
to London ; the ifonfth, Gharles, the enfant lerrt- 
ble of the family, estpblistied himself in the soft 
climate of Naples ; and the fifth and youngest, 
James, born 1792, topk up his residence at Paris.

By his faith in Wellington, and the flesh and 
muscle of British solfiiers; he nearly doubled the 
fortune of his family|/gaiting more than a million 
sterling by the single battle of Waterloo, the 
news of which he cafried to England two days 
earlier than the mail|, The weighi of the solid 
millions gradually transfetred. the ascendancy in 
the family from Germaty ty England, making 
London the metropolis ofthe reigning dyvasty 
of Rothschild, ‘Like the;royal families. of Enp- 
rope, the membersi/of }the house of_ Rothis- 
child only intermarry, with each other.

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WHE YALE-ALEXANDRIA ROAD.

Althdpgh the constraction of the road, as it 
is, fron Yale to Alexandria—we may say to 
Richfielé—was a daring undertaking, and altho’ 
much offit is very well made, yet there.are ‘por- 
tions of the road which are seriously defective 
and ought to be improved with the least possi- 
ble delay. The three miles constructed in the 
latter part of the season by Spence & Co. is ouly 
12 feet wide, entirely top narrow to admit of 

- teams pissing each other, while the last mile or 


80, constructed by the Royal Engineers, having | 
been doge in a great hurry, is almost impassable | 


altogether for loaded wagons. The former sec- 
tion ought to be widened to 18 feet and the lat- 
ter section improved, and it is most important 
that, thig should be done -at once so that next 
spring’s traffic may not be impeded thereby. 
Thig wotk is all the more important. now | that 
the § hugwap trade will go that way, at least for 
some time to come, and will be very considerable 
next season. 

Therejis another subject, in connection. with 
this road, to which we would respectfully ‘call 
the atteation of the Government. A new road 
of the character of the one un- 
der consideration, however well made-in the first 
instance, is liable to give way and fall’ into. dis- 
repair ins certain places, and it is therefore neces- 
’ sary that for the first year or so it should be 
closely Watched, and these defects, as they ap- 
pear, ‘promptly repaired. A little slide, or the 
obstruction of a water course, if taken in tine, 
would bé easily remedied, whereas, if neglected 
might obstruct traffic and involve @ large expen- 
diture.. {A stitch in time saves nine” in this as 
in other!matters, We understand that the resi- 
dent Magistrate at Yale has attended to that 
sectign Of the road under his supervision with 
a care Which does him much credit. He has em- 
ployed men to-keep it in good order,’ and fre- 
quently inspects it-personally ; and the result is 
that a portion of the road is in excellent order. 
We regtet. however, that We cannot say ‘as much 
for that ;portion of the road lying beyond Boston 
Bar, Weare not aware whether the Lytton 
Magistréte is invested with the same discretion- 
ary power. But if he is.not he certainly ought 
to be,‘aad if he is, his attention should be direct- 
ed tp thé importance of seeing that the road is 
kept in fonstant repair. Towards spring, when 
the fros¢ leaves the ground arid slides are more 
liable to take place, it will be absolutely neces- 
sary to keep an efficient staff of men upon the 
road; otherwise trade will assuredly. be inter, 
rupted; 4 contingency which reasonable precau. 
tion wilk avert, We sincerely trust these sub-
